WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Senate voted swiftly and over­ 
whelmingly today to take up 
the civil rights bill but ran into 
a new argument before a sec­ 
ond vote on whether to send

bill to committee for

days of study. 


Sixty-scvcn senators voted to 
formally put the bill before the 
Senate. 
Seventeen 
Southerners 
voted against the motion 
but 
made no further s p e e c h e s 
against 
it. 
They already 
had 
talked for 16 days on it. 


The first vote came only 21 
minutes after the session start 
ed at 9 a.m. But a full-blown 
battle then began over a mo 
tion by Sen. Wayne Morse, D- 
Ore., to send the bill to the 
Southern-led Judiciary Commit­ 
tee. The Senate leadership ex­ 
pected to beat down the Morse 
move but a much closer vote 
was expected. 


Indications early this after­ 
noon were that the second vote 
might not come until about 3 
p.m. EST, or later. 


Foregone Conclusion 


Adoption of the first motion 
had been a foregone conclusion. 
Southern senators led by Sen. 
Richard B. Russell, D-Ga., did 
not even make any closing a r­ 
guments after 16 days of talk 
on 
Democratic 
Leader 
Mike 
Mansfield's move to formally 
consider the legislation. Neither 
did Mansfield. 
Dirksen. who has drafted m a­ 
jor amendments to two sections 
of the bill, suggested changes of 
some degree to virtually the en­ 
tire bill. 
In a speech prepared to sup­ 
port M orse’s committee refer­ 
ral motion, Dirksen spelled out 


in detail his proposed revisio n s 
to the bill’s section on banning 
job discrimination again st N e­ 
groes or other minority grou p s.

tions section. He plans to spell 
out these details later.

Court Rules 
Fair Trade 


Act Illegal 


PITTSBURGH 
UPI) - The 
state Supreme Court, by a 5-2 
majority, today held the Penn­ 
sylvania Fair Trade Act of 1935 
is unconstitutional. 


The opinion, written by J u s ­ 
tice Michael J 
Eagen, resulted 
from an appeal from an Alle­ 
gheny County Common P leas 
Court ruling of la st Septem ber 
in a ( ase involving Olin M a tte ­ 
son Chemical Corp. and White 
Cross Stores. 


Eagen wrote that the high 
court held the F air Trade Act 
unconstitutional on grounds 
it 
contains provisions under which 
price regulatory powers could 
be left in the hands of private 
parties. 


"P rice regulatory power rests 
only in the legislative body or 
m ay be relegated to other agen­ 
cies, 
but 
not 
to 
a 
private 
p arty ." the opinion said in part. 


Eagen noted that the state 
Superior Court, on prior occa­ 
sions, had upheld the constitu­ 
tionality of sections of the act.

But the change in his national 
allegiance began to take shape 
when his ship’s captain heard 
about the famed Johns Hopkins 
Hospital in Baltimore. 
It happened that young Louis 
then 18 — had a .severely dis­ 
torted left eye. His captain per­ 
suaded him to enter tho hospital 
for 
corrective 
surgery, 
but 
while he was a patient the ship 
sailed back to sea. 
Accepting the circumstances,

til ho recuperated. Then he set
